IT IS recorded that. Methuselah lived to the ripe old age of 969 years! 
* 
But that is about all th at I have ever been able to learn about him— 
outside the fact that he had a fine father in Enoch, of whom it is written 
that he "walked with God.” 
It would be interesting to know’ just how Methuselah spent those long 
years. Jesus lived but a small fraction of that time—only about 33 years 
—and yet what He taught, and lived, has influenced the world for good 
ever since, or for a period of nearly 2,000 years. 
Napoleon died in his fifties—and yet in th at time he changed the map 
of Europe and put into operation laws and public works that mark him as 
one of the most extraordinary men in all history. 
Keats died before he was 30. Byron was in his early thirties. Each, 
however, left immortal poetry to posterity. 
I have just been reading the autobiography of H. G. Wells. An un­ 
usual and striking example of a man. He was born under the most dis­ 
tressing of conditions, with little to suggest his later fame. But he had an 
eager mind, and he made the most of it. He is still vigorous after having 
written what amounts to a small library of books, including those on 
science, history, and fiction. 
The mere number of years lived does not matter. I t’s what you do with 
the years that counts! 
Had Methuselah had a taste for literature, and 
written the proportionate number of books that Wells has, for the num ­ 
ber of years lived, he would have written sufficient books to have paved 
a good sized city! 
Michael Fairless wrote only three books, and her most famous one, 
• The Roadmender," was not published until after her death at the age of 
32. Yet that little book already has been sold to over half a million peo­ 
ple and is more beloved with each year. 
Tire rich years are the ones in which we help other people to be 
happier and help to make the world a better one in which to live. 
The greatest thing th at any of us can leave behind us is—a rich in­ 
fluence!

is a stained glass window artist, one 
of the few experts who do the 
sketching, 
painting, 
cutting 
and 
glazing which convert an Idea into 
a finished artistic product. 
She had studied art at the Acad­ 
emy of Fine Arts in Philadelphia 
and 
later 
under 
Alfonzo 
Marie 
Mucha in Paris, 
Now she teaches 
painting and creates the stained 
glass windows, which she calls "an 
exquisite pleasure to design and 
execute with the living colors of 
glass, even greater than in paint­ 
ing on canvas where, in contrast, 
the pigment i sdead, no matter how 
vividly painted.” 
Mrs. Lucy Twyman Rockwell finds 
inspiration for jewelry making in 
the art that has come down through 
the centuries. 
From a hobby only, 
the craft gradually has brought her 
not only an income during the eco­ 
nomic strain but a master crafts­ 
man’s medal as well. 
Mrs. Paul Vanderbilt finds her 
loom on which she creates new orig­ 
inals from old motifs a soothing task, 
which she compares with playing 
the piano or the harp. 
One may 
start at will and stop when tired, 
she says. 
Students she teaches in the Phila­ 
delphia school of occupational ther­ 
apy sing at their weaving. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt uses the art of the 
middle ages, and of Persia, Poland, 
the Balkans and the Navajo Indians 
as sources of inspiration.
